PEO PLE with bronchial asthma

Some of these people 
suffer from hay fever due to pollen 
in the air at certain seasons; others 
dare not eat certain foods for feat 
of hives or eczema, and it is thought 
th a t asthm a is due to a sim ilar a1, 
lergic reaction in those whom it 
afflicts. 
The chief symptoms of asthm a 
are attacks of difficult breathing, 
characterized by a labored wheez­ 
ing, coughing and. now and then. a 
alight fever. 
Between Attacks 
P atients feel well between at-* 
tacks so th a t today’s treatm ent conj 
centrales on preventing the attacks^ 
In thia connection it has been eug^ 
gested th a t worries about fam ily 
and financial m atters may increase 
the tendency for the attacks to 
occur. 
It is also im portant, in w arding 
off these attacks, for the patient to 
be put in the best possible condition 
of bodily health, with rest, fresh air, 
sunshine, exercise and proper diet. 
Many tim es an attack may follow 
a simple cold, so efforts m ust be 
made to prevent colds. In other 
cases, the asthm a may be brought 
on by fatigue or overtiredneaa. 


Preventing Attache 
Thus, it would appear th a t in pre* 
venting attacks of asthm a, the liv­ 
ing of a w ell-regulated life is of 
g rea t im portance. Persona who a re 
subject to such attacks should tat; 
th eir meals a t regular tim es and 
avoid overeating. They should also 
avoid fatigue, and get plenty a t 
fresh air and m oderate exercise. 
If a person has a severe attack o f 
asthm a, it m ay be im portant to 
place him in a hospital for trea t- 
ment. An injection of epinephrine 
into a muscle or under the skin often 
will control the attack for several 
hours. This preparation is of no 
value given by m outh, and is rarely 
given by injection into a vein. It 
m ust be used cautiously in thoea 
patients with high blood pressure 
and heart disease. Some patient# 
g et relief by breathing in a w atery 
solution of the epinephrine, which 
is vaporized before it is breathed in. 


Mild Attacks 
If attacks of asthm a are m ild, 
m any patients are relieved by ta k ­ 
ing ephedrine. Thia drug may ber 
taken by mouth. It may also be com . 
bined with other drugs, such aa 
a m in o p h y llin e or p h e n o b a rb ita l. 
The am inophylline may be given by 
injection into a vein to relieve se- 
vere asthm atic attacks. It may also 
be given in the form of a supposi­ 
tory introduced into the lower bowel. 
A nother m easure which has been 
found helpful in relieving severe 
asthm atic seizures is the breathing 
.’n of oxygen mixed with another gas 
known as helium. 
M orphine should not be given to 
the asthm atic patient because it de­ 
presses the centers of the brain 
w hich re g u la te 
b re a th in g and 
coughing, thus m aking the attack 
w orst.
